SAFETY LAMPS APPROVED. 


The Secretary for Mines announces that on 13th April, 
1927, he made an Order under Section 33 of the Coal 
Mines Act, 1911, approving for use in a]l mines to which 
the Act applies, subject to the conditions specified in the 
Schedule to the Order, the following types of Electric 
Safety Lamps, viz.: Beacon, Type B; Derby Alkaline, 
Pillarless; Derby Alkaline, Pillared; Dominit 2 volt; 
Dominit 4 volt; Derby Bull’s-eye Type (for officials and 
for special purposes); and Welco Hand Torch (for 
officials). The Order also amends specifications of types 
of safety lamps (electric and flame) already approved.

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REGISTRATION OF TRADE MARKS IN CHINA. 


The period of time for registering trade marks in China 
under Article 4 of the Chinese Trade Marks Law, which 
relates to marks in bond-fide use for at least five years 
before the promulgation of the Law, will finally expire 
on 30th June. 

An official notice published in the Chinese Trade Marks 
Gazette, No. 90, of 3lst December, 1926, states that no 
further extension of time beyond 30th June, 1927, will 
be granted. 





DEPOSIT OF TRADE MARKS AND PATENTS 
WITH CHINESE MARITIME CUSTOMS. 

The Board of Trade have received copy of Notifica- 
tion No. 1109 issued from the Custom House at Shanghai 
under date of 21st January, 1927, intimating that the 
Custom House would cease as from that date to accept 
applications for the registration of Trade Marks and that 
such applications should be addressed in future to the 
Trade Marks Bureau at Peking. 

The Board are informed that this announcement has 
the effect of terminating the system whereby trade marks 
and patents have been deposited with the Chinese Mari- 
time Customs for the purpose of placing on record claims 
to ownership of such trade marks and patents. 


MERCANTILE MARINE. 


GALLANTRY AT SEA: GERMAN RECOGNITION. 

The Board of Trade have received, throughthe Foreign 
Office, the Hamburg Life-saving Medal which has been 
awarded by the Hamburg Senate to John McAuley, 
formerly a seaman of the British s.s. ‘‘ Andania,’’ for 
having, at the risk of his own life, saved a boy from 
drowning in the harbour at Hamburg on 30th April, 
1926.

SALES OF TRACTORS IN CANADA. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Winnipeg reports that 
during 1926 the number of tractors sold in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta was 6,513, as compared with 
4,053 in 1925. Of this total Saskatchewan took 3,704, 
as against 2,176 in 1925, Manitoba 1,498 (1,008), and 
Alberta 1,311 (896).

CROP PROSPECTS IN TANGANYIKA 
TERRITORY. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi, in his third 
monthly cable, reports that rains have been good and 
prospects for crops (groundnuts) around Tabora and 
Mwanza have considerably improved, especially in those 
districts that seemed threatened by drought. The cotton 
and groundnut crops around Mwanza (foot of Lake Vic- 
toria) show still further improved prospects. Coffee 
picking has commenced at Bukoba (good native grown 
Robusta coffee). All along the Coast and Central Rail- 
way line good reports are coming in. 








BELGIAN SUGAR OUTPUT. 

The British Commercial Secretary at Brussels has for- 
warded the following details of Belgian sugar output, 
stocks and consumption during March, as published in 
the ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ :—

BARCELONA FREE PORT PROJECT. 

The British Consul-General at Barcelona reports that, 
according to a recent announcement in the local press, 
the plans for the construction of the projected free port 
of Barcelona will be selected by open competition.

TURKISH IMPORTS AND EXPORTS OF 
PRECIOUS METALS AND JEWELS. 

With reference to the notice in last week’s ‘‘ Journal ”’ 
(page 461), an extract relative to Turkish foreign trade 
in precious metals, jewellery, gold and silverware has 
been prepared in the Department of Overseas Trade from 
the translation (in French) of the Turkish Customs 
Returns for 1924 under Group XXIII. of the Tariff 
which was recently forwarded by the British Commercial 
Secretary at Constantinople.

MORATORIUM IN JAPAN. 

The British Ambassador at Tokio reports by cable 
that an Imperial Ordinance has been promulgated 
announcing a moratorium for 21 days of private legal 
monetary obligations arising on or before 22nd April 
and due for payment between that date and 12th May. 
The moratorium applies to obligations of persons resid- 
ing or having an office in Japan only, but does not extend 
to obligations connected with transactions by such per- 
sons at an office elsewhere. The following are excepted 
from the moratorium :—(1) Payments by State prefec- 
tures or public bodies ; (2) payment of salaries and wages ; 
(3) withdrawals from bank deposits to meet payments of 
salaries and wages; and (4) withdrawals from other 
banks of deposits up to 500 yen per diem. The mora- 
torium applies also to acts necessary to preserve rights in 
bills or negotiable instruments. The Diet met on 3rd 
May for five days. 

A further cable from the British Ambassador at Tokio 
states that another Imperial Ordinance has been promul- 
gated extending the district covered by the moratorium 
t> include Korea, Kwangtung Province, including the 
South Manchurian Railway zone and Japanese Sakhalin.

POLAND. 





FINANCIAL POSITION AND TRADE 
OUTLOOK. 


The unfavourable consequences of the premature intro- 
duction of the gold standard in April, 1924, were already 
noticeable at the end of that year, but only made them- 
selves fully felt in 1925, when, as may be seen from the 
relevant chapters of the Report* for 1926 of Mr. R. E. 
Kimens, C.M.G., British Commercial Secretary at 
Warsaw, they affected all departments of the economic 
life and the finance of the country. It is, however, only 
fair to admit that the necessity of purchasing corn 
abroad, in consequence of the failure of the crops in 
1924, was also, in part, responsible for the deterioration 
of the financial situation. By the introduction of special 
legislation of a financial and commercial character it had 
been possible to stem the downward trend of events, and 
at the end of 1925 some signs of improvement were 
noticeable. Nevertheless, for Poland the year 1926 
opened under unfavourable auspices. The first months 
brought no visible improvement in the situation, 
although the balance of trade continued favourable and 
the fluctuations of the exchange were smaller. The coup 
d’état in May gave rise to fears of a new economic set- 
back, but these proved to be unfounded, as the country 
has since that time enjoyed greater prosperity. The ex- 
change has remained practically stable since August at 
about 43°7 zloty to the pound, the Budgetary deficit for 
the first half-year has been wiped out, and the accounts 
closed with an excess of revenue over expenditure of about 
534 million zloty ; the favourable character of the balance 
of trade has been maintained, industrial and mining pro- 
duction has been increased, railway traffic has developed, 
and trade has revived. 

The improvement in the situation was, naturally, to 
a considerable extent enhanced by the benefits which 
Poland has derived from the coal stoppage in the United 
Kingdom, not only in the form of exports of coal, but 
from the favourable influence of the increased activity 
in the Polish coal industry on other industries and on 
the general situation. While, however, the fact cannot 
be denied that at the close of the year 1926 the situation 
in commerce, finance, industry and agriculture was more 
favourable than a vear ago and the outlook for business 
better, there is, nevertheless, no justification for undue 
optimism, as the improvement has lasted too short a time 
to be considered permanent; no definite opinion can, 
therefore, be expressed regarding the future until it is 
seen how far the crisis in the coal industry in Great 
Britain was responsible for the amelioration. 

Provided no international complications arise, that 
order is maintained in the country, and that the taxation 
of £1 10s. per inhabitant, as foreseen by the Budget, is 
not excessive, the financial and economic stability of the 
country would appear to depend primarily on the 
balancing of the Budget and on the exchange. For this 
purpose it is essential that there should be no falling off 
of agricultural and industrial production, that there 
should be an excess of exports over imports, and that the 
present level of prices and of cost of living should remain 
stationary. The Government have frequently, and more 
especially on the presentation to the Chambers of the 
Budget for 1927-28, given assurances of their determina- 
tion not to deviate from the financial programme which 
was adopted on the assumption of office by the first 
Government after the May coup d’état, the essential 
features of which were a balanced Budget and a stable 
exchange. 

It now remains to be seen whether the resources of 
the country are sufficient for the maintenance of the 
present stabilisation, or whether it will be necessary for 
that purpose and for the sake of a further development

of the country to seek financial assistance abroad. It is 
generally believed that this will prove indispensable in 
the not too distant future, and it is admitted that the 
money should be earmarked (a) for the strengthening of 
the resources of the Bank of Poland in order to make the 
country more independent of the foreign trade balance, 
on which the exchange depends, and (6) for capita] in- 
vestments, without which the economic development of 
industries and of the natural resources of the country, 
primarily agriculture, would not be possible. All parties 
are, however, agreed that the proceeds of a loan should 
under no circumstances be used for the covering of a 


possible Budgetary deficit. 


FINANCE. 


Currency.—Beginning with 40 zloty to the pound 
sterling on lst January, 1926, the rate of exchange fluc- 
tuated during the first eight months of the year between 
that figure and 54, but after September the zloty was 
stable at about 43°70 to the pound. There was, during 
that period, practically no disparity between the official 
and the unofficial (‘‘ black bourse ’’) rates, as the require- 
ments for foreign currencies were met in full jointly by 
the Bank of Poland and privately ; this has been of the 
greatest importance to the import trade of the country, 
which has been placed on a sounder basis. If the cover 
of the notes in circulation remains on a satisfactory level 
and the Bank of Poland and the private market are, 
together, in a position to satisfy in full the demand for 
foreign currency, there is no reason for anticipating a 
fall of the zloty ; but it will primarily depend on the pos- 
sibility of maintaining the present favourable character 
of the balance of trade. A rise in the zloty is, however, 
not desired in business circles, writes Mr. Kimens, as the 
advantages derived from the depreciation of the cur- 
rency would, in all probability, be followed by an all- 
round increase of prices and a depreciation of the balance 
of trade, as a falling off of exports in consequence of 
higher cost of production would be inevitable. All that 
is desired is stability. 

Credit Conditions.—The stringency of money, which 
has been one of the more important causes for the difficult 
financial position and which produced dearness of money, 
was very acute at the beginning of 1926, but relaxed 
slightly towards the end of the year. The improvement 
in the situation found expression in a reduction of the 
official bank rate of the Bank of Poland and in a fall of 
the discount rates charged by banks and in private 
transactions. Parallel with the reduction of the dis- 
count rate there has been a greater facility for the dis- 
counting of bills; credit conditions have improved ; while 
during the period of depreciation of the currency busi- 
ness was mostly transacted on a cash against documents 
system ; credit is now more readily granted by foreign 
firms. Greater interest in Poland has also been shown 
by some countries from the point of view of investments 
of money in industrial and other undertakings. One of 
the most important instances was the acquisition of con- 
siderable interests by an American financial group in 
the zinc industry in Polish Upper Silesia. With the 
exception of an advance of six million dollars made in 
connection with the leasing of the match monopoly, no 
Government loans were floated by the Polish Govern- 
ment in 1926. The total indebtedness of the Polish 
State on 3lst December, 1926, amounted, in round 
figures, to 390 million United States dollars, so that the 
debt per inhabitant was £2 13s. 8d. 


Revenue and Expenditure.—Notwithstanding the un- 
favourable financia! and economic situation during the 
first half-year, the Budget was balanced in 1926. 
Revenue, amounting to 1,905,722,000 zloty, and consist- 
ing of 1,794,870,000 zloty ordinary revenue (94°2 per 
cent.), and 110,852,000 zloty extraordinary revenue 
(5°8 per cent.), exceeded expenditure amounting to 
1,852,072,000 zloty by 53,650,000 zloty. In 1925 there 
was a deficit of 138,716,000 zloty; expenditure was 
1,877,116,000 zloty, and revenue 1,738,400,000 zloty. 
Details regarding last year’s Budget will be found in 
Appendices Nos. 4 and 5 to Mr. Kimens’ Report. From 
these it will be seen that monopolies were responsible, 1n 
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round figures, for 30 per cent., and direct taxes for 25 
per cent. of the revenue; Customs duties yielded about 
10 per cent., and indirect taxes 74 per cent. As it has 
been decided that in future the financial year shali begin 
on Ist April and end on 31st March, the following Budget 
figures, which, it is believed, will, with only small modi- 
fications, be adopted by the legislative bodies, cover the 
period from Ist January, 1927, to 3lst March, 1928. 
The estimates foresee a revenue of 2,388,574,000 zloty 
and an expenditure of 2,387,998,000 zloty, showing a 
practical Budgetary equilibrium. The taxation per in- 
habitant will, therefore, amount to 63 zloty, or about 
£1 10s. per annum. The estimates do not, differ mate- 
rially from those for the year under review, and it is, 
therefore, hoped that it will be possible to realise the 
Budget, provided that the economic situation does not 
deteriorate, and that the exchange and level of prices 
and cost of living can be maintained. 


FoREIGN TRADE. 


The unfavourable character of the balance of foreign 
trade, which began in February, 1924, remained un- 
altered during the first eight months of 1925; the last 
four months, however, showed an excess of exports over 
imports, but the year closed with a deficit of £13,134,000, 
the total value of imports being £63,537,000, and that 
of exports £50,403,C00. Throughout 1926 the trade 
balance was favourable for Poland ; the value of exports 
was £51,774,000, and the value of imports £35,489,000, 
showing an excess of exports over imports of £16,285,000. 
These results were obtained by the restriction of imports 
and the growth of exports. Full statistics regarding the 
character of the trade for 1926 will be found in Appen- 
dices Nos. 7, 8 and 9 to the Commercial Secretary’s 
Report ; it will be seen from them that the chief imports 
consisted of cotton, wool, foodstuffs, machinery, chem1- 
cals, etc., while the bulk of exports was made up of corn, 
agricultural produce (sugar), live stock, timber, coal, 
minerals (spelter), and petroleum and _ petroleum 
products. In spite of the Customs war Germany’s 
share in the foreign trade of Poland was the largest, but 
Great Britain occupied in 1925 and 1926 the third and 
second places respectively in respect of imports, and in 
both years the second place with regard to exports. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


Trade between the United Kingdom and Poland is 
of a complementary character, in that the goods im- 
ported into Poland are different from those exported 
from Poland, and offers, therefore, both as far as im- 
ports and exports are concerned, considerable interest to 
the home market. ‘The development of British exports 
to Poland has been checked by obstacles over which the 
British supplier has no control. Restrictions of imports 
and the protection of home industries by the according 
of preferentia! treatment to local manufactures in 
placing Government, municipal and communal orders 
are impediments which cannot be removed by the British 
manufacturer. On the other hand, states Mr. Kimens, 
a certain lack of interest in the Polish market and in- 
sufficient knowledge of the possibilities of securing 
Poland as a market for the sale of British manufactures 
have also been partly responsible for the relatively small 
turnover referred to above. 

In their desire to maintain a favourable trade balance 
for financial considerations the Polish Government have 
introduced many restrictions on the import of certain 
goods. Although this measure cannot be considered as 
of a permanent character, the early relaxation of the 
present policy should not be expected, all the more so 
as reduced imports contribute also towards enhanced sales 
of home productions and give more employment. Im- 
porters will, therefore, be faced with this difficulty, and 
it will not be possible to increase to any large extent the 
imports of those goods which come under the licensing 
system. The preferential treatment of local firms for 
the execution of Government, municipal and communal 
orders is due to the same reason, i.e., the protection of 
home industries, so that, generally speaking, in this 
domain foreign firms can secure orders only when the 
local industry is not in a position to execute them. 
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There remain, however, those goods which can be im- 
ported without any restrictions, the number of which is 
very considerable, and those articles which Government 
Departments, etc., are obliged to purchase abroad in the 
absence of local sources of supply. Competition with 
locally made articles is becoming more acute as produc- 
tion in Poland is developing and improving in quality 
and extending to the manufacture of such articles as 
were formerly purchased abroad. This competition 
finds expression, generally speaking, in lower prices 
prompt terms of delivery, and frequently more pena 
able conditions of payment. In respect of competition 
with other countries, that of Germany has been felt, most 
but it has been less acute since the beginning of tiie 
Customs war in July, 1925, as a result of which. owing 
to the embargo on the import of goods from Germany 
there was, in 1926, a considerable falling off of imports 
from that country as compared with 1925. 

It therefore appears desirable that United Kingdom 
firms should take full advantage of the opportunity now 
presented to them, as it is more than probable that after 
the conclusion of a commercial treaty with Poland, 
which, it can be taken for granted, will be based on the 
most-favoured-nation treatment, Germany will flood the 
market with her manufactures, as they will be assessed 
with the same Customs duties as British goods, a privilege 
from which Germany was formerly debarred. Competi- 
tion from Czechoslovakia, Austria and other countries 
was not felt in a larger measure than in previous years. 

It should be borne in mind that the purchasing power 
of the Polish nation is increasing—among the rural 
population owing to the benefits derived from higher 
prices of corn and more favourable conditions for the 
disposal of live stock, dairy produce, etc., and among 
the factory and mining population as a result of greater 
industrial activity. The exchange has been, with slight 
fluctuations, fairly stable for the last six or eight months, 
and expectations for the future are not unfavourable; 
the position of joint stock banks has improved and money 
is cheaper. The Bank of Poland is now in a position to 
meet in full the requirements for foreign currency for 
the payment of foreign invoices, and, subject to com- 
plying with the regulations in force, there is no difficulty 
in the transfer of money abroad for normal commercial 
transactions. Finally, bills drawn in sterling can be 
made payable in sterling with the exception of those 
cases when the payment has to be enforced by the decision 
of the court. 


Metnops or BuSINEsSs. 


From the above it will be seen that the actual condi- 
tions for doing business are more favourable, and it re- 
mains now to consider the actual methods that should be 
employed. The prima facie condition for success is the 
selection of a suitable and reliable agent, but such indi-« 
vidual or firm will not accept an agency when the con. 
ditions for the sales of a given article are less favourable 
than those adopted by competitors. This implies the 
following conditions :— 

(a) Prices must be competitive, and in any case higher 
prices must be justified by, and form the equivalent for, 
the better quality of the article, but this difference should 
under no circumstances exceed 10-15 per cent. 

(b) Conditions of payment should be equally favour- 
able. It is maintained that with the exercise of proper 
caution business can be done on a credit basis without 
undue risk. The recommendation for the granting of 
credit should be made by the agent, whose views can be 
checked by enquiries made through official channels, 
chambers of commerce, and banks. Mortgages or bank 
guarantees are also given as additional securities. 
~ In substantiation of the above, it may be of interest to 
state that an English company which has recently estab- 
lished itself in Poland, and which is represented by a 
first-class local firm, sustained in 1926 a loss of only one 
per cent. on a turnover of over £150,000, in spite of the 
fact that a large proportion of the sales was effected on 
a credit basis. 

(c) The goods offered should be adapted to the require- 
ments of the country and the taste of the people. In 
the case of Poland this, it is admitted, is a somewhat com- 
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plicated problem, in view of the heterogeneous popula- 
tion—e.g., goods demanded in Poznania will find no 
demand in the eastern border provinces, etc. 

(2) When possible, prices should be quoted c.i.f. 
Danzig or Gdynia. Although Polish firms are still pre- 
pared to consider offers in sterling or dollars, it is believed 
that with the permanent stabilisation of the zloty they 
wili insist on the quotations being made in that currency. 
This is, however, a matter for future consideration. 

(e) Although the knowledge of English is spreading in 
business circles in Poland, it is not general, and it is, 
therefore, recommended to correspond in Polish, French 
or German. 

(f) Offers and tenders should be accompanied by cata- 
logues, and, according to the articles offered, also by 
drawings, photographs, directions for use, etc. It is 
also desirable that weights and measures should be given 
in the metric system. 

In addition to these recommendations, without which 
no agent of good standing will be prepared to accept the 
agency for a British firm, it is also necessary, adds Mr. 
Kimens, to conform to the following usages adopted by 
other countries : — 

(a) Local agents should be inspected at regular inter- 
vals by representatives of British firms, who should also 
visit the clients. 

(6) The disadvantages arising from the less favourable 
geographical position of the United Kingdom, vis-d-vis 
Poland, against that of other competing countries such 
as Germany, Austria and Czechoslovakia, can be over- 
come by the establishment of consignment stocks. While 
it is admitted that this method involves certain risks, 
the latter can be reduced to a minimum if the agent offers 
the necessary guarantee. 

(c) It is also essential to employ only Polish citizens 
or Englishmen as agents, and not to entrust the agencies 
for Poland to firms of other nationality established in 
Germany. 

(dq) Finally, pending the resumption of normal trade 
relations with Germany, goods should be consigned 
direct to Poland, in transit through Germany, or to 
Danzig or Gdynia, but not to a German port for tranship- 
ment to Poland. 

(e) While the licensing system for the import of goods 
remains in force, goods should not be despatched until 
the permit is actually issued. It is recommended that 
firms should adhere strictly to the regulations published 
on this subject. 


OPENINGS FOR BritisH TRADE. 


In addition to the openings for the sale of British 
productions, to which reference is made at various points 
of his Report, the Commercial Secretary gives the follow- 
ing tentative list of articles for which there is a market 
in Poland :— 

(a) Machinery.—Textile, power station, portable and 
stationary steam and oil engines, boilers, machine tools 
of special types, large motors and dynamos, electric 
domestic machinery (such as vacuum cleaners, etc.), coal 
eutters, motor cycles, cycles, flour mill plant, printing 
machinery, agricultural machinery and implements. 

(6) Metals.—High speed steel, aluminium, copper, 
nickel, tin, asbestos tin plates. 

(c) Colonial goods, foodstuffs and fats——Burma 
No. 2 rice, condensed milk, animal and vegetable fats 
for the manufacture of margarine and soap, tea, coffee, 
herrings, cocoa beans, cinnamon, pepper, ginger, carda- 
mun, bleached nutmeg, cloves, vanilla, spimento, gum 
arabic, shellac, copal, linseed, carnoba wax, dammer 
rosin, gum sandarac, Japan wax, all kinds of essential 
oils, patent foods, packed oats, sauces. 

(qd) Chemicals.—Acetic, boracic, citric, tannic, tar- 
taric acids, alum, antimony, chrome, cobalt, cream of 
tartar, infusorial earth, lead acetate, litharge, lithopone, 
naphthaline, potash bichromate, potassium chloride, 
potassium ferro-cyanide, quicksilver, zinc oxide, per- 
fumery. 

(e) Textiles, etc.—Wool, cotton, tops, yarns, cotton 
piece-goods, finer sorts, cambrics, oxfords, voiles, woven 
from yarns of a count not lower than 60; finest qualities 
af prints, woollen piece-goods, only very finest qualities. 
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(f) Sundries.—Linoleum, photographic materials, 
gramophones and records, china clay, rubber goods, belt- 
ing, oranges, whisky, tobacco, leather (dressed and un- 


dressed), soap, glycerine. 
ScoPE OF THE REPORT. 


After dealing briefly with Poland’s export trade, Mr. 
Kimens devotes a section of his Report to the subject of 
Industry (Textiles, Agriculture, Timber, Mining, Petro- 
leum, etc.), and this is followed by others on Communi- 
cations and Social Questions. The Report concludes

Features of the Foreign exchange market in April 
were the appreciation of the lira, and the weakness, due 
to the recent political and economic disturbances, of the 
Japanese exchange. 
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The lira, which opened the month with a closing 
quotation of 102°900 to the £, improved to 97°125 on 
the 14th and to 91°650 on the 23rd; the sustained 
demand caused a further appreciation to 83% at one 
time on the 26th, but on profit-taking sales the rate re- 
acted to 89°625 at the close, this being nearly the worst 
quotation of that day. The closing rate on 30th April 
was 91°625. French francs were virtually stationary at 
around 1240 to the £ throughout the month. 

The Spanish exchange suffered a set-back during April 
on account of the renewed unrest in Morocco; the closing 
rate for pesetas advanced from 27:070 on the Ist April, 
the lowest of the month, to 27590 on the 30th, with a 
highest closing rate of 27°820 on the 23rd. 

The Belgian exchange was steady during April ; Swiss 
francs fluctuated within narrow limits; and little varia- 
tion was recorded in the quotations for Dutch guilders 
and for Swedish, Danish and Czechoslovakian crowns. 
The Berlin rate moved slightly in our favour, and the 
quotations for Norwegian kroner showed an upward 
tendency. 

The American dollar exchange remained steady at 
about 4°857 during April. The Argentine dollar was 
quoted at 47°531 pence on April 2nd, improved to 
47625 pence on April 6th, and thereafter fluctuated 
between 47°531 and 47°594 pence, both of these quota- 
tions being touched several times in the month, and the 
closing quotation being 47°594 pence on 30th April. 

At the middle of March the rate for the yen had 
risen to 242d., as against its par value of 24°58d. The 
closing quotation on Ist April was 24°297d., the rate 
fluctuating downward to 24°172d. on the 16th. The 
news of financial troubles caused a fall to under 2s. on 
the 19th, and to 1s. 114d. on the 22nd and 23rd. The 
lowest closing quotation of the month (23°313d.) was 
recorded on the 26th; on the announcement that the 
Japtnese Government had decided to support the 
banks the rate showed some improvement, the closing 
quotation on the last day of the month being 23°594d.

GAS STORAGE OF FRUIT. 


The ability to preserve perishable foodstuffs in store 
is an important factor in the general economy of the 
world’s food supplies. It enables them to be marketed 
over an increased span of time and in quantities carefully 
adjusted to the needs of the moment, thereby avoiding 
both gluts and shortages and ensuring the maintenance 
of that steady price-level which is in the best interests of 
both the producer and the consumer. It also enables 
them to be transported over long distances. These facts 
are well illustrated in the case of fruit and vegetables. 

At the present time cold storage is the commonly 
adopted means of preservation, but it is not always appro- 
priate or economically feasible, and, in the case of many 
important fruits and vegetables, it permits of their trans- 
port only over a limited distance. In these circumstances 
attention is being concentrated on alternative methods of 
preservation. 

The idea of using artificial atmospheres, with or with- 
out control of temperatures, is not new, but the experi- 
ments and carefully controijled storage trials described 
in this *Report are believed to constitute the first broad 
scientific attack upon the problem. The investigation 
of the effects produced by varying the amounts of oxygen 
and carbon dioxide in the atmosphere upon the ripening 
of living fruit, and hence upon the length of time fruit 
can be stored in good condition, was begun in 1918, and 
a stage has now been reached at which it is possible to 
state certain general conclusions and to indicate the most 
promising lines of further research.

The British Engineering Standards Association has 
recently issued new British Standard Specifications for 
Instrument Transformers (No. 81-1927) and Graphic 
(Recording or Chart-Recording) Ammeters, Voltmeters 
and Wattmeters (No. 90-1927). These two specifications 
are revisions of the 1919 editions, and have been brought 
into line with other British standard specifications for 
electrical instruments, there now being a series of four 
up-to-date specifications, as follows: —Indicating Instru- 
ments, No. 89; Graphic (Recording) Instruments, 
No. 90; Electrical Protective Relays, No. 142; and In- 
strument Transformers, No. 81. 

B.8.S. No. 81, Instrument Transformers, deals with 
the testing of current and voltage-transformers, the rated 
secondary current or voltage, ratios of transformation, 
limits of temperature rise and the rated burdens. B.S8.S. 
No. 90, Graphic (Recording or Chart-Recording) Am- 
meters, Voltmeters and Wattmeters, is, in effect, a sister 
specification to British Standard Specification No. 89- 
1926, special attention being devoted to the clock or 
other driving mechanism and to the effect of the pen-to- 
paper friction. Chart speeds and chart rulings are also 
dealt with, as are also the limits of error and the methods 
of testing for accuracy.

61; oranges, 17; raisins, 850; sultanas, 2,902; and dried 
apricots, 1,066. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, Cal- 
cutta, reports as follows to the High Commissioner for 
India in London on the season and crops during the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 

Rainfall —Calcutta, 2nd May: Rainfall has been 
nearly general in Bengal on one day. There have been 
only local or few falls of rain elsewhere. 

Crops.—Bengal, 27th April: There have been light 
and scattered showers. The condition of standing crops 
generally is fair. Bihar and Orissa and Central 
Provinces, 25th April: There has been light rain in 
parts. Punjab, 25th April: The weather has been dry. 
Some damage has been done to crops by pests. Madras, 
23rd April: The weather generally has been dry. The 
outturn of paddy and sugarcane is poor to fair in parts, 
but generally fair. 

All India Crop Forecast, 1926-27.—Calcutta, 28th 
April: Third wheat 30,952,000 acres, 8,709,000 tons. 

Wholesale Price Index.—Calcutta, 26th April: The 
wholesale price index number for March is 146, as com- 


pared with 148 for February. 





JAFFA ORANGE TRADE. 


The Empire Marketing Board report that the total 
shipments of oranges during the past season amounted to 
1,803,368 cases, an increase of about 446,000 cases over 
the previous season. Of this total 1,794,368 cases went 
to various British ports and 9,000 cases to the Continent. 
In the 1925-26 season all the shipments were to British 


ports.

TRADE CONDITIONS IN MANITOBA AND 
SASKATCHEWAN. 

The Officer-in-Charge for H.M. Trade Commissioner 
at Winnipeg, in a review of conditions in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan, states that, so far as the last 
three months are concerned, it must be _ recorded 
that the optimistic estimates expressed in some 
quarters have not been entirely fulfilled, and though it is 
not yet too late for a recovery, sales to date in almost all 
lines have been considerably less in volume than for the 
same period last year. It is, of course, true that conditions 
are very much better and the future much brighter than 
seemed to be the case a few years ago. There has been a 
very considerable liquidation of indebtedness to ‘banks, 
trust and mortgage and loan companies, there is the 
prospect of immigration on a much larger scale than has 
been the case since the war, the financial situation of the 
Government has been much improved, and the inception of 
other industries such as pulp and paper making and mining 
promises to provide the much-needed alternatives to agri- 
culture. It must not be forgotten, however, that the 
prosperity of Western Canada is still almost entirely depen- 
dent upon the prosperity of the farmer, and the improve- 
ment in conditions noted above is due to the improved 
financial position of the agricultural community. It is 
equally true to say that the poorness of business during the 
last three months is due to difficulties, some fortunately 
only temporary, under which the farmer has been labour- 
ing. There was every prospect last year of the wheat crop 
being a record one, but an abnormally bad harvesting and 
threshing season hindered operations and very seriously 
reduced the grade of the grain. The quality of the oats crop 
was damaged in like manner. The most recent estimate of 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics places the value of the 
wheat crop of the three prairie provinces at 411,238,000 
dollars, and of the total grain yields at 557,544,000 dolls. 
While these are very large figures, it must be remembered 
that by no means all that is their due is as yet in the 
farmers’ hands. By the operation of the Pool, payment for 
wheat delivered is made by instalments throughout the crop 
year. During the present season only two payments have 
as yet been made, the first a payment of 1:00 dol. per bushel 
for No. 1 Northern basis Fort William on delivery of the 
grain, the second a payment of 15 cents per bushel a week 
or two ago. Bearing in mind the low quality of much of 
the grain shipped this year, this means that to date a very 
considerable number of farmers cannot have received more 
than between 80 cents and 90 cents per bushel. The balance 
will be payable in two more instalments, to be made 
probably in June and just before the close of the crop year. 
How much these will be depends entirely upon the success 
of the Pool in marketing its grain. 

A further difficulty that the farmer has had to contend 
with has been the early and very severe winter. Practically 
no fall ploughing could be done, and snow fell so early and 
in such quantities that in many cases it has been very hard 
to get about. This has necessarily reacted upon the country 
merchant, who has been unable to dispose of his stocks. At 
the time of writing (29th March) it is generally reported 
that with the thawing of the snow the roads have become 
éven more impassable, and in consequence March, which

is usually a brisk month, has proved itself to be exactly the 
reverse. There is some fear expressed by local distributing 
houses that, once ploughing becomes possible, so much 
work will be necessary in order to do all that should 
ordinarily have been done in the autumn. that by the time 
it is completed the season for spring sales will have passed. 

It is believed that the above conditions in the country are 
largely responsible for the slackness in business which is 
reported by the principal wholesale houses in Winnipeg. 
They do not by any means imply that prospects are poor 
‘but they have necessarily to be taken into consideration by 
the distributors who regulate their purchases for the future 
accordingly. 

Reports from the agricultural implement manufacturers 
appear to show that in that industry at any rate there is 
likely to be considerable activity during the present year. 
The year 1926 proved better than any year since 1920, and 
it is thought possible that 1927 may show an advance on 
1926. There is still a tremendous amount of worn-out 
machinery in the country, and this is having to be replaced. 
Seven years appears to be the maximum length of life for 
most agricultural implemenis kept under the conditions 
that they are in Western Canada, and last year’s sales, big 
as they were, are estimated to have accounted for only a 
small proportion of the machinery that must shortly be 
replaced. 





FISHING INDUSTRY. 


The long severe winter, which has been rather a handicap 
for the farmer, has proved the reverse for the fisherman, 
and this season has been a very satisfactory one throughout 
the Prairie fisheries. From October to the end of February 
there were no serious thaws, and nets have been kept in 
the water continuously. It is reported that a_ bigger 
business than usual has been done this season in fresh fish; 
this fetches a higher price, but costs more to send to its 
market in the United States, so that the result to the fisher- 
man is much the same. Recently published figures show 
that production in Manitoba to the end of 1926 amounted 
to 2,328,803 dols., as against 1,466,939 dols. in 1925. The 
total production for the Prairie Provinces shows an increase 
over last year of approximately one million dolls. 


MINING, Putp AND PAPER. 


Two new industries, which are already having a marked 
effect on business in Winnipeg, are mining and pulp and 
paper making. During the last few months a power line 
has been constructed from the Manitoba Power Company’s 
plant at Great Falls into the Central Manitoba mining area, 
and this has necessarily absorbed a great deal of the surplus 
labour that finds its way to Winnipeg during the winter. 
There has been considerable activity also in the transport of 
mining equipment and supplies over the winter roads into 
that area, in preparation for extensive work during the next 
few months. It is estimated that over 3,000 tons 
of freight has been taken into this area, and_ that 
more than 700 men have been employed. This work 
has all to be done in the winter as there is as yet no easy 
route into that part of the country. In the summer time, 
when the ice has melted and the ground has thawed out, 
access is only possible by water or seaplane. In like manner 
the pulp and paper plant which commenced production a 
few weeks ago has done much to solve the unemployment 
problem of the Province. Buildings to house a considerable 
community have been erected at Pine Falls, the site of the 
new plant, and extensions to the mill are already being 
made. The operating company is to send out survey parties 
during the coming summer to decide upon the timber to 
be leased. Much of the work of felling and drawing out 
this timber must ‘be done in the winter, when work on 
farms is at a standstill, so it is not difficult to appreciate 
the value of such an industry to the Province. 


TOURIST INDUSTRY. 


Another industry which is reported to have been worth 
7 million dols. to the Province in 1926 is the tourist industry. 
Great activity has been shown in endeavouring to attract 
conventions from. Canada and the United States to Winni- 
peg, and considerable improvements have been and will be 
made to the road to the international border. This industry 
materially benefits the retailers of high-class merchandise, 
and local firms will shortly be taking delivery of stocks likely 
to appeal to the yet larger number of tourists that are ex- 
pected to visit Winnipeg during the coming summer. 


BUILDING INDUSTRY. 


In spite of the development in winter building during 
the past few years, the cost is still too high to make it 
practicable save in cases where promptitude of erection is 
of greater importance than expense. — In consequence, there 
has not as yet been much activity in these lines. There 
seems some reason to believe, however, that there will ‘be 
a certain amount of construction, principally of apartment 
blocks and private residences, during the coming summer, 
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and this will of course create a certain amount of other 
business. 

In recapitulation, it seems true to say, therefore, that 
though the year 1927 has opened somewhat disappointingly 
there are prospects for better business ahead. The condi- 
tion of the country is essentially sounder than it has been, 
there is a much better feeling abroad, and much greater 
confidence is being shown in the future. Nevertheless it 
must not be forgotten that the purchasing power of the 
country is limited, and if general business proves to be 10 
per cent. better than last year, it is perhaps as much as 


should be expected.

According to amended Customs figures imports into and 
exports from Kenya and Uganda in 1926 amounted to 
£6,161,831* and £6,010,386, as compared with £6,873,488* 
and £7 ,821,844 respectively in 1925. Of the exports, Kenya 
supplied £2, 414,341 and Uganda , £3,596,045, as against 
£2,724,629 and £5,097,215 respectively in 1925. The United 
Kingdom supplied £2,762 ,178 of the imports, India 
£757,847, the United States £748,636, Holland £354,349, 
Japan £290,048, and Germany £275,125.

The value of ‘the chief imports which showed increases 
were benzine, £1.56,307; wheat flour, £E£.40,337; kerosene, 
£E.31,016; sesame, £E.28,998: and confectionery and choco- 
late, £E.10,900; while the value of commodities which 
showed declines included animals, £E.301,640; cement, 
£E.159,223; cotton  piece-goods, £B.145 814; wood and 
limber, £1.117,560; and wheat, £E.117,214. 

As regards exports, the following items showed a rise in 
value over 1925:—Barley, £E.37,613; tobacco (uncut), 
£E.30,440; durrah, £E.23,815; oranges, £E.14,731; lupins,

BEET GROWERS AND SUGAR 
MANUFACTURERS’ AGREEMENT. 


(From the British Commercial Secretary. ) 
BRUSSELS. 


According to the ‘‘ Raffinerie Tirlemontoise ’’ complete 
agreement now exists between sugar manufacturers and 
beet growers, and in the two Flanders and Hainault the 
sugar beet will be purchased at a fixed price. The con- 
vention between sugar manufacturers and the planters’ 
syndicate of Hesbaye also established the price of beet on the 
basis of 16 per cent. sugar contents, relative to the market 
price per 100 kilogs. of crystallised sugar, according to the 
specification in the following schedule :—

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The degrees of sugar contents above and below 16 per cent. 
are to be counted at one-tenth of the basic price. Further, 
the seller is to receive 60: per cent. of beet pulp, to be 
returned to him carriage paid to the station where the sugar 
beet was originally loaded. 

The syndicate has agreed that no sugar beet grown by its 
members is to be sold either for export or directly or in- 
directly to any factory which does not belong to the con- 
vention. 





ESTONIA. 





IMPORTS OF MACHINERY AND IMPLEMENTS 
IN 1926. 


The Estonian Legation in London reports that during the 
last five years imports of various agricultural machinery and 
implements were highest in 1923, the aggregate value in 
that year being 330°4 million Estonian marks. Although 
the value of machinery imported fluctuates from year to year 
there has been during the last three years a steady rise in 
imports of certain categories of agricultural machinery, such 
as threshing, winnowing and mowing machines and 
ploughs. The growth in imports of mowing machines has 
been especially noteworthy, rising from 2:2 million E.mks 
in 1924 to 22-0 million E.mks. in 1926. The value of thresh- 
ing machines purchased in 1924 was 12°4 million E.mks., in 
1925 20°4 million E.mks., and in 1926 the total was 32°9 
million E.mks. Ploughs and winnowing machines have 
also shown a gradual increase. Tractors imported into the 
country in 1924 amounted in value to 32:2 million E.mks., 
while in 1925 and 1926 the respective totals were 12-1 million 
E.mks. and 20:7 million E.mks. Imports of power engines 
and industrial machinery (electrical machinery excluded) 
were highest in 1923, the total value being 465°7 million 
E.mks., while last year the total reached 4363 million 
E.mks. During the last three years the number of internal 
combustion engines entering Estonia has been on the 
increase, but steam engines and locomobiles show a decline. 
There has, on the other hand, ‘been a constant increase in 
imports of sowing machines and separators. 





TIMBER EXPORTS IN 1926. 
(From the Estonian Legation in London.) 


Timber and wood manufactures exported from Estonia 
during 1926 amounted to 256,018 metric tons, valued at 
1,832°7 million Estonian marks, as compared with 226,807 
metric tons, valued at 1,687°9 million E.mks. in 1925. The 
following table shows the values of the chief timber imports 
during the last two years :—

The bulk of the timber and wood manufactures went to 
the United Kingdom, the exports to that country last year 
amounting in value to 1,294°5 million E.mks., the chief 
items being as follows:—Sawn goods 813 million E.mks., 
props 123°2 million E.mks., wood manufactures 342 million 
E.mks., sleepers 11°9 million E.mks., beams 3°9 million 
E.mks. Other markets for Estonian timber include Holland, 
Belgium, France and Germany. 





SWEDEN. 





ECONOMIC SITUATION IN MARCH QUARTER. 


As at the same time last year the reports of directors 
of various concerns point, as a rule, to improved re- 
turns, states the ‘‘ Skandinaviska Kreditaktiebolaget.’’ 
In certain branches of industry, it is true, a fall 
in the price of raw products has necessitated con- 
siderable reductions of book assets, and has accordingly 
entailed a diminution of profit. In other branches, again, 
manufacturers have not been sufficiently well supplied with 
orders to carry on business on a remunerative basis. But 
the general impression left by the directors’ reports so far 
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published is that business has, on the whole, increased, 
yielding somewhat larger profits than the year before; and, 
as regards a considerable number of companies, larger 
dividends have been proposed. 

_ The outstanding features in the situation are a marked 
improvement in the export of ore and wood goods, and a 
reduced demand for wood pulp. In the iron industry there 
is no distinct change. In the case of certain workshops 
which, during the last few years, had succeeded in bringing 
their exports considerably above the pre-war level exports 
have diminished somewhat of late. The figures of imports 
of coal and industrial raw products point, however. to an 
average improvement in industrial production, and this is 
borne out by the output in branches with regard to which 
statistics are available. 

Owing to the favourable weather conditions shipping has 
been unusually brisk for the season of the year, and foreign 
trade has been remarkably active. Also the volume of rail- 
way traffic, especially in consideration of the increased com- 
pelition with shipping, indicates that domestic trade has 
likewise improved. 


INCREASE OF UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Despite the fact that the industrial output and the 
volume of lrade have long since reached, and indeed sur- 
passed, the pre-war level, and though there has been a further 
gradual improvement in recent years, a certain amount of 
unemployment stubbornly persists, however, and indeed 
seems to be slightly on the increase. For example, unem- 
ployment in the trade unions, which include the bulk of 
the industrial workers, amounted on an average for 1924 
to 10°1 per cent., for 1925 to 11:0 per cent., and for 1926 to 
12°2 per cent. of the total sumber of members. In 1920, 
when most branches of industry were well employed, unem- 
ployment in the trade unions was only 5°5 per cent. These 
figures, however, do not reflect the entire amount of unem- 
ployment, as there are a large number of unemployed youths 
who have never been able to gain admittance into the trade 
unions. According to the returns of the public labour 
exchanges, the number of applicants for work per 100 
vacancies in 1924, 1925 and 1926 was 114, 135 and 140 
respectively in agriculture and forestry, and 190, 218 and 
220 in other branches. In 1920 the corresponding figures 
were 84 for agriculture and forestry and 116 for other 
branches. All these figures go to show that unemployment 
in Sweden is now considerably greater than in 1920, and 
that during the past three years it has been slowly on the 
increase. 

The above statistics, however, do not afford an entirely 
reliable basis for estimating the actual extent of unemploy- 
ment. There is considerable difference of opinion on this 
point even among experts; for example, they are unable to 
agree as to whether the number of unemployed in the 
middle of the past quarter was above or below 60,000. In 
comparison with conditions in certain other European 
countries this figure is not large, either absolutely or rela- 
tively, especially in view of the fact that in Sweden unem- 
ployment always diminishes with the approach of the warm 
season of the year. The mere fact, however, that unemploy- 
ment in recent vears has in all probability not been per- 
manently reduced is a source of serious anxiety. Asin other 
countries this circumstance is connected with the growth 
of the population since the war, and particularly of those 
classes who are of a suitable age for work 


Torner, Woop Purr AND PAPER. 


Timber.—Owing to the deliberate reduction of output in 
1926 exports of sawn and planed wood goods and joiner’s 
wood for that year did not amount to more than approxi- 
mately 912,000 standards, or about 83,000 standards less than 
in 1925. In spite of the protracted coal trouble in the United 
Kingdom, the market improved during the latter part of 
1926, and the firmer tone of the market has continued this 
year. At the beginning of 1927 about 300,000 standards of 
the oulput for the year had been sold as against only 80,000 
standards at the opening of 1926. Owing to the purchase 
of the entire stock of Russian wood goods British buyers 
have largely covered their requirements for the spring and 
early summer, and consequently they have adopted a some- 
what hesitating attitude in regard to Swedish wood goods. 
Nevertheless, the Swedish sales of timber to the United 
Kingdom are considerably larger than last year. This, in 
conjunction with larger purchases from the Continent, 
broughi up the sales at the end of the first quarter of the 
year to approximately 540,000 standards, a figure which in 
1926 was not reached until the month of August. 

Wood Pulp and Paper.—The situation of this market has 
been appreciably affected by the unfavourable conditions 
under which the paper mills are working in certain 
countries, For example, French paper mills have complained 
of reduced orders owing to German deliveries of paper under 
the Dawes scheme, while British paper mills are stated to 
have curtailed their output owing to severer competition 
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from Canada. On the European market purchases are being 
made only in small Jots to cover immediate requiremenis. 
Even the United States are not expected to place orders for 
large quantities until the early summer, when the winter 
stocks of the paper mills will have been consumed. The 
result is that the market has weakened, but even if this 
apparent decline should prove to be lasting the Swedish 
manufacturers can console themselves with their large 
orders; already at the beginning of the year about 60 per 
orn of the output of cellulose for the whole year had been 
sold. 


FOREIGN TRADE. 


As is shown by the following tabular summary, foreign 
trade during the first two months of this year has been 
marked by brisker sales, and has resulted in a more favour- 
able balance of trade than at the same period in any of the 
previous four years, and also in 1913, taking into considera- 
tion the depreciation in the purchasing value of money :—

EXPORTS OF DRIED FRUITS IN 1926. 


The export trade of the United States in dried fruits 
during the past year was one of the most successful since 
the war, states ‘‘ Commerce Reports ’’ (United States Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, Washington). Exports 
approached those of 1924, which amounted to 398,950,296 Ibs. | 
and exceeded them in value, and if the abnormally large 
exports of prunes to Germany in 1924 be excluded, the 
quantities in 1926 would be about equal. In the table 
which follows figures are given showing the quantities of 
the most important dried fruits exported during the past 











two years, and the values of each in 1926 :—

Of greatest significance is the trade in raisins. The rate of 
increase is not the highest, but there has been a steady 
advance each year without the temporary recessions that 
have occurred in the case of each of the other fruits. With 
the other dried fruits the gains are only those normally to 
be expected following the short crops of 1925. The low pro- 
duction of prunes in France, together with an average yield 
in Jugo-Slavia, has had a considerable effect in creating a 
larger movement of the fruit from the United Kingdom. 


DISTRIBUTION TO LEADING MARKETS. 


In dried fruits, perhaps more than with any other group 
of products, the bulk of exports move to very few countries. 
To bring out this point more clearly the percentages of each 
fruit sent to the five leading markets are shown below :- 

Raisins.—United Kingdom, 351°8; Canada, 261; Germany, 
11:2; Holland, 100, and New Zealand, 5°9. 

Apples.—Germany, 350; Holland, 351°9; Sweden, 85; United 
Kingdom, 8-4, and Denmark, 5:1. 

Apricots.—Germany, 24°8; Holland, 17-4; Denmark, 126; 
United Kingdom, 10-5, and Canada, 89. 

Peaches.—Canada, 30-0; Germany, 234; United Kingdom, 
16:0; Holland, 5°5, and Denmark, 5:0. 

Prunes.—United Kingdom, 26:2; Germany, 183; France, 14:5; 
Canada, 12°8, and Holland, 4-8. 

Other fruits—Sweden, 31:6; United Kingdom, 185;

INCREASE OF CERTAIN CUSTOMS DUTIES 
(LAPSE OF COMMERCIAL TREATY WITH 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA). 


H.M. Representative at Vienna reports that the Commer- 
cial Treaty between Austria and Czechoslovakia, which was 
denounced by the Austrian Government on Ist December 
last and subsequently prolonged pending negotiations for a 
new Treaty, ceased to have effect on 22nd April, the negotia- 
tions not having been brought to a satisfactory conclusion. 

As a result of the termination of the Treaty the duties on 
certain goods imported into Austria will be increased and 
payable at the Austrian ‘‘ General ’’ Tariff rates (except in 
cases where lower rates have been fixed by other treaties 
between Austria and other countries). The following are 
the more important classes of goods subject to increased 
duties as from 22nd April. Particulars of the duties now 
leviable may be obtained from the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. Unless 
otherwise specified, the ‘‘ General ’’ Tariff rates become appli- 
cable.

and carbide; amends the excise duty on alcoholic liquids; 
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establishes standard strengths for alcoholic liquids jn 
bottles, etc.; and fixes the excise duty on petrol, etc., for 
motors at 400 dinars per 100 kilogrammes.

IMPORTATION OF GROUND NUTS. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for 24th April contains a Royal 
Order dated 23rd April relaxing: the prohibition on the im- 
portation of ground nuts into Spain imposed in June last. 

The Order provides that ground nuts for the manufacture 
of edible oils may be imported into Spain up to 3lst October 
next, importation being effected through the Customs of 
Valencia, Castell6n, Tarragona, Barcelona and Gijén. 

The first contingent of 25,000 metric tons must reach the 
above-mentioned ports by 3lst July, twenty days’ grage being 
allowed for delays owing to force majeure. If this quantity 
(25,000 tons) does not prove to be sufficient for the needs of 
the Spanish market, in view of the export trade in olive oil, 
it may be increased later. Shipments must be consigned to 
properly accredited oil producers, and may not be sent to 
other classes of manufacturers, or consigned ‘‘ to order.”’ 

The former Customs duties applicable to this product will 
be re-established while importation is permitted, viz., 
9} pesetas (gold) per 100 kilogs. under the First Column 
Tariff and 1 peseta (gold) per 100 kilogs, under the Second 
Column Tariff. 

Rules are laid down for the division of the contingent 
among the various manufacturers, and it is provided that 
future import contingents may be larger should the state 
of the market warrant it. 





IMPORTATION OF STEEL, ETC. 


A Spanish Royal Order, dated 23rd April, and published 
in the ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for 24th April, lays down the 
following regulations to give effect to Article 4 of the Decree- 
Law of 5th April (see the ‘“‘ Journal’’ of 14th April, pp. 
497-8) :— 

1. Importation of the iron and steel goods referred to in 
paragraphs 2 and 8 of Section (a) of Article 3 of the Royal 
Decree-Law of 9th July, 1926* may take place from Great 
Britain, France, Germany, the Belgium-Luxemburg 
Union, Italy, Sweden, Czechoslovakia, Austria and Hun- 
gary, without being subject to the provisions laid down 
by those clauses of the Decree-Law and by the supplemen- 
tary Royal Orders if importation is effected by entities not 
coming within the terms of paragraph 4 of Section (a) of 
Article 3 of the Decree-Law of the 9th July and Section 4 
of the Royal Order of the 6th August. Imports by Com- 


panies and undertakings benefiting by State assistance, - 


and imports by State Departments, local Corporations, and 
concessionary public service undertakings will continue to 
be subject to import permit, in accordance with the regu- 
lations laid down in the Decree-Law and the Royal Order 
cited abovef 

2. The restriction régime set up by the above-mentioned 
Decree-Law of 9th July and the supplementary Royal 
Orders will continue operative for the goods in question 
originating in countries other than those specified above, 
and whose Commercial Conventions with Spain do not 
give them the right to the exceptional treatment. 

3. For the clearance of the goods in question through 
the Customs, it shall be necessary for the consignee to 
submit a sworn declaration that the merchandise is not 
destined for any undertaking benefiting by State assist- 
ance, for the State, for local Corporations, or for conces- 
sionary public service undertakings; clearances for whom 
can only be effected under import permit in the form 
previously established. 





PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period Ist to 10th May in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 9°40 per cent.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES -— Continued. 


USE OF NATIONAL COAL: NEW DECREE. 


The ‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ of 26th April contains a Royal 
Decree (No. 744), dated 23rd April, laying down revised 
regulations as to the obligatory use of national coal (with 
certain relaxations or ‘‘ tolerances ’’) by ‘‘ protected ’’ indus- 
trial and other organisations in Spain: together with further 
regulations as to minimum prices of coal and other matters. 

The provisions of this Decree differ in certain details from 
those of the Decree of 27th February, 1926, a translation of 
which was published in this ‘‘ Journal ”’ for the 11th March 
1926. 

A full translation of the new Decree is given below (new 
or modified provisions being printed in italic type), together 
with a translation of the preamble to the Decree. 

A Royal Order published on the 27th April provided that 
the Decree was to become operative as from the date of its 
publication jn the ‘‘ Gaceta.’’ 


PREAMBLE. 

The difficulties against which the national coal producing 
industry struggles in order to attain the vigorous development 
which would undoubtedly favour the economic life of our 
country have been the object of the assiduous attention of the 
Government. The conditions under which coal mining is carried 
on have very frequently called for the promulgation of measures 
for the defence of coal produced in the country which, on the 
national market, has to compete with foreign coal obtained, by 
virtue of the peculiar characteristics of the seams, under very 
advantageous economic conditions, and, in addition, favoured at 
times by regulations adopted by the respective Governments to 
stimulate export. 

When the National Fuel Council was created at the beginning 
of last year, one of the fundamental tasks imposed upon that body 
was to frame a Coal Statute (Hstatuto de régimen nuevo de 
explotaciones carboneras). A project of such Statute is at present. 
being studied by the competent Sections of the Council, and will 
require prolonged consideration before the Council is in a position 
to submit definite proposals to the Government, owing to the 
diversity of interests affected by the solution of the coal problem, 
which, by the regulations adopted, must aim carefully at recon- 
ciling those interests. 

The unfavourable situation induced the Government to submit 
in February, 1926, for Royal sanction, a Decree of a provisional 
character for stabilisation of prices and of production, which 
imposed on railways and protected industries the obligation of 
consuming national coal, with specified ‘‘tolerances.’? This 
measure, made operative as from 4th May, 1926, and given a 
period of validity of one year, is about to come to an end, and, 
in face of this eventuality, the ‘‘ Hullera Nacional,’’ representa- 
tive of the coal producers throughout Spain, has urged the pro- 
longation of the Decree in question. With regard to this petition, 
the National Fuel Council has expressed the opinion that the 
position of the coal industry would be gravely compromised with.- 
out some measure of assistance to take the place of the Decree 
of February, 1926; and although the Council, by reason of the 
urgency of the matter, abstains from a fundamental examination 
of the problem, the Council submits definite proposals for the 
textual amendment of the Decree, for consideration should the 
Government agree to grant the desired prolongation. 

The termination of the coal stoppage in England has provoked, 
in combination with the legislative measures there adopted and 
the consequent agreements between mineowners and miners, great 
activity in coal mining operations in that country, a notable 
diminution of prices, and an increase of exports, and _ this, 
together with the appreciation, happily brought about by the 
economic policy of the Government, in the value of Spanish 
currency, has for result that the production of the coal mines 
of our country, where a very short working day is the rule, is 
compromised in an unequal struggle, after having rendered signa! 
service at a time when the disturbance of the international market 
led the consuming industries to supply themselves with fuel from 
the Spanish mines, 

The gravity of the situation calls for the immediate adoption of 
safeguarding measures, and for this reason, and without prejudice 
to dealing, at an opportune moment, with other aspects of the 
problem, the Government considers it to be to the national interest 
to accede to the demand for the prolongation of the Decree of 
February, 1926, with the modifications suggested by the National 
Fuel Council, and introducing, as indispensable interpretation for 
the correct application of what is laid down, the concept of pro- 
tected industry,* and incorporating likewise explanatory rules to 
enable consumers, in certain cases, to obtain supplies for their 
industries through the medium of merchants (almacenistas). 

The non-uniform treatment of the metallurgical industries by 
the Decree of February, 1926, has led to a demand from some of 
the more important siderurgical undertakings that all those which 
compete on the national market shall be granted equal 
‘‘ tolerances ’’ in respect of the use of foreign coal; and, con- 
sidering the advantage of not disturbing the equilibrium between 
the different factors of this branch of production, the National 
Fuel Council is requestedt to study the question without delay. 
with the object of reconciling these interests with those of the coal 
mining industry. 

Decree (No. 744) or 23rp Aprit, 1927. 
ArticLe I.—CoNnsuMPTION. 

The use of national coal, with specified tolerances, shall be 
obligatory upon protected industries, which, for the pur- 
poses of this Royal Decree, are: 








* See Article 1 of the Decree. 
+ See the Transitory Article at the end of the new Decree. 
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1. Industries which in accordance with the protective 
Laws, have obtained State assistance. 

2. Concessionary public service undertakings, and those 
which, by reason of the grant of preference or advantages 
in connection with tenders called for by the State and 
official Corporations, are able to obtain contracts for the 
same. 

3. Those industries which have obtained an effective 
Customs protection, in such a form that, by reason of the 
relevant Customs duties or import restrictions, the compe- 
tition of foreign producers is restricted in a measure which 
is substantial in relation to consumption. 

In accordance with these principles, lists of undertakings 
and industries which must be regarded as protected for the 
purposes of this Royal Decree will be drawn up. 

The tolerances allowed are as follows :— 

(A) Railway companies holding public service conces- 
sions shall consume Spanish coal only, with a toler- 
ance of 15 per cent. for those running express trains 
and 10 per cent. for the remainder. 

(B) Metallurgical works at present importing foreign 
coal owing to the technical requirements of their in- 
stallations, and at present consuming more than 650 
per cent. of Spanish coal, shall continue to use it in 
the same proportion; if the proportion consumed last 
year was less than 50 per cent., they shall increase tt 
to this amount, unless‘ the economic or technical 
impossibility of doing so is proved to the satisfaction 
of the Inspecting Commission created by this Decree, 
in which case the maximum tolerance permissible is 
to be fixed (a). 

(C) Gas works holding public service concessions shall 
consume national coal only (b). 

(D) Electricity generating stations, sugar refineries, tex- 
tile factories and cement works shall consume Spanish 
coal, subject to the allowance of a tolerance of 20 per 
cent. 

(E) The Navy in its dockyards and on all vessels except 
high-speed vessels shall employ Spanish coal having 
characteristics most appropriate for the various special 
needs in question. 

(F) The merchant marine engaged in coasting traffic 
shall consume Spanish coal only, and long distance 
coasting vessels (gran cabotaje) must not take in coal 
from ‘‘ free depots,’’ either ‘‘ floating ’’ or ‘‘ shore,”’ 
and consequently shall not be able to purchase foreign 
coal in Spanish territorial waters except at “‘ free ’’ 
ports. 

The proportion of Spanish coal that deep-sea fishing 
boats must consume shall be the subject of a special 
Order, having regard to the régime and organisation 
which is to be framed for this industry, or which may 
be fixed under the régime governing floating depots, in 
which connection the National Fuel Council is submit- 
ting proposals, in execution of a previous provision; 
existing provisions meanwhile remaining in force. 

Small coasting vessels (costeros) shall use Spanish coal 
only. 

(G) Other industries which at present consume only 
national coal, thus demonstrating that they are able 
to use it, will continue to consume it, to the exclusion 
of foreign coal. In the case of those industries 
whose consumption of national coal has only been 
partial, or which, though they may have used national 
coal exclusively, demonstrate to the satisfaction of the 
National Fuel Council that there would be a junda- 
mental improvement in their plant by the use of 
foreign coal, the Council will decide as to the per- 
missible tolerance (c). 

ARTICLE 2.—PRICEs. 

During the transitionary period of the operation of this 
Decree the following prices will be fixed, which will be 
regarded as minimum prices for the production of Asturias 
and other mines in analogous conditions, and which must 
be universally observed :—

ARTICLE 3.—GRADING. 


Mineowners shall be under obligation to attend to the 
proper washing and grading of their coals according to 
definite characteristics, which must be stipulated in the 
contracts, being subject to bonus payments or fines agreed 
upon by both parties, in accordance with this Decree. 


ARTICLE 4.—DISTRIBUTION. 


The method of distribution will maintain a close analogy 
with that at present existing under free contracts, the 
fundamental aim of the present Decree being stability, with 
the proviso of freedom of contracts in cases referred to in 
Article 6. 


ARTICLE 5.—SYNDICATION. 


Mineowners desirous of enjoying the benefits provided by 
this Decree must combine to form a Syndicate, with a view 
to fulfilling the purposes aimed at, not only as regards 
grading, distribution of sales, official inspection, observance 
of selling prices, but also as regards necessary limitation of 
production. 

Mineowners who do not join the Syndicate shall be 
obliged to observe the minimum prices when supplying rail- 
ways or protected industries; but they must not execute 
orders from railway companies or protected industries so 
long as the production of the firms belonging to the Syndi- 
cate, which are subjected to Government inspection and the 
provisions of this Decree, is unplaced. 


ARTICLE 6.—PURCHASES. 


Consumers shall be free to ask for coal of a quality and 
origin deemed to be most suitable; but orders must be 
sent to the Board of the Federation of Syndicates, or, in its 
stead, to the Board of any one of the four Syndicates formed. 
The Federation or the corresponding Syndicate shall be 
obliged to accommodate the purchaser if the kind of coal 
required is in stock. If not, and that fact is verified, they 
must endeavour to supply a similar quality, procuring it 
from other members of the Syndicate. 

When their urgent requirements force them to acquire 
fuel without delay, or when the quantities required are so 
small that they cannot receive them directly from the pro- 
ducer in such a way as to obtain regular and economical 
supplies, or when they can place contracts on more advan- 
tageous terms of payment and delivery, consumers included 
in Article 1 of the present Royal Decree may purchase 
national coal from the existing warehouses, the owners of 
which are called upon to comply with the formalities laid 
down therein, and with the dispositions framed, or which 
may be framed, for their observance. To this end they will 
be considered as taking the place of the consumers in all 
their duties and rights. 

In cases where it is not possible to obtain exactly what 
is ordered, or even a similar grade, the consumer will have 
the right, after due verification, to procure foreign coal. 


ARTICLE 7.—LIMITATION OF PRODUCTION. 


During the temporary operation of this Decree the asso- 
ciated mineowners must undertake to limit their output to 
the normal yield for the last financial year, with the usual 
exceptions for non-productive periods (strikes, lockouts, 
etc.). 

Any increase in the amount of consumption shall be met 
by the various firms in the Syndicate in proportion to the 
increase in their individual output during the last three 
years, regard being had, however, to the qualities of coal 
the necessity for whose greater production is agreed upon. 


ARTICLE 8.—INSPECTION. 


To watch over the due compliance of owners, miners and 
consumers with the provisions of this Decree an Executive 
Committee shall be appointed, composed of a representative 
of the consumers, a representative of the producers and two 
Government mining engineers, which, under the chairman- 
ship of the President of the Fuel Council, shall see that the 
provisions of this Decree are faithfully observed, and shal 
prosecute, denounce and _ propose penalties for mnon- 
observance and, on behalf of the Syndicate, organis¢ 
measures to prevent contraband. 
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ARTICLE 9.—GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


All the provisions of this Decree shall be of a transitory 
character until the Statutes, base of the Coal Consortium, 
have been framed. 

The provisions of this Decree shall be revised if the Coal 
Consortium (Consorcio) is not formed by the end of the 
present year. , 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 





INVESTIGATIONS UNDER THE “FLEXIBLE 
TARIFF” PROVISIONS OF THE TARIFF ACT. 


With reference to previous notices under the above head- 
ing, it should be noted that the United States Tariff Commis- 
sion have ordered investigations (Nos. 62 and 63) of the 
differences in costs of production and of all other facts and 
conditions enumerated in Section 315 of the Tariff Act in 
respect of mapie sugar and maple syrup (Tariff No. 503), and 
cherries, in their natural state, sulphured, or in brine (Tariff 
No. 737). 


TRANSITORY ARTICLE. 


The National Fuel Council is invited to study, as a matter 
of urgency, the modifications which it is desirable to intro- 
duce in heading (B) of Article 1 of this Decree with the 
object of establishing bases for-the proportion of national 
coal which siderurgical undertakings shall be obliged to 
consume, without prejudice to the protectionist aim of this 
Decree.

Joint MEMORANDUM BY THE BoArD OF TRADE AND THE COMMISSIONERS OF CUSTOMS AND ExcisE RESPECTING THE REQUIREMENTS AS TO 
MaRKsS ON ImporTED Goons. 


The following Memorandum deals with the marking requirements applicable to imported goods generally and not with 
any special requirements which may be imposed in regard to particular classes or descriptions of goods by Orders in Council 
made under Section 2 of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926. 

Marks on goods at the time of importation are subject to the provisions of Section 16 of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1887. 
Marks applied to imported goods after importation before the goods are sold or exposed for sale in the United Kingdom or 
distributed therein to advertise goods of some other kind are subject to the provisions of Section 1 of the Merchandise Marks 
Act, 1926. The latter section has effect as from 15th June, 1927. 

The following general notes are appended for the guidance of traders. Enquiries regarding Section 16 of the 1887 Act 
should be addressed to the Secretary, Custom House, Lower Thames Street, London, E.C. 3. Enquiries regarding Section 1 
of the Act of 1926 should be addressed to the Secretary, Board of Trade, Great George Street, London, S.W. 1. 


I. GENERAL. 


(1) Imported Goods bearing no names or marks whatsoever.—Imported goods which do not bear any marks whatsoever 
either on the goods themselves or on the packages or wrappers containing them are not required to bear any qualifying 
indication of origin either on importation or when the goods are sold or exposed for sale in this country. 

(2) Indication of origin.—Where an indication of origin is required on imported goods, the indication must be either 
simply the word ‘‘ Foreign ’’ or the word ‘‘ Empire,’’ as the case may be, according as the goods are manufactured or 
produced in a foreign country or in a part of the British Empire outside the United Kingdom, or alternatively a definite 
indication of the actual country in which the goods were manufactured or produced, e.g., ‘‘ Made in France,’’ ‘‘ Canadian 
Produce,’’ etc. 

(3) Imported goods bearing a British name or trade mark.—Imported goods bearing at the time of importation or of sale 
or exposure for sale any name or trade mark being, or purporting to be, the name or trade mark of any manufacturer, dealer 
or trader in the United Kingdom, must have that name or trade mark accompanied by an indication of origin. For 
example, when the name “‘ John Smith ”’ (being, or purporting to be, the name of a dealer or trader in the United Kingdom) 
appears on the goods, and the goods are of Belgian manufacture, the indication must be as above (viz., ‘‘ John Smith: 
Foreign ’’ or ‘‘ John Smith: Made in Belgium,’’ or in the case of goods of Canadian manuufaciure, ‘‘ John Smith: Empire ”’ 
or ‘‘ John Smith: Made in Canada.”’) 

Note.—A name includes any abbreviation of a name, e.g. the initials of a firm. 


(4) Imported Goods bearing British place names.—lIf imported goods bear a name being, or purporting to be, the name 
of a place or district in the United Kingdom, the name must be accompanied by an indication of origin as above. In certain 
cases this requirement is not insisted on at the time of importation but applies when the goods are sold or exposed for sale 
within the country. 

(5) Containers and other coverings.—Where empty containers and other coverings are imported for the purpose of con- 
taining goods manufactured or produced in the United Kingdom and bear the name or trade mark of the firm whose goods 
they are to contain they need not have an indication of origin applied to them. This exemption extends to all such articles 
as coverings, labels, reels, etc., in or with which goods of United Kingdom production or manufacture are or are to be sold 
or exposed for sale. 

(6) General character of indications of origin.—All qualifying indications must be conspicuous and in close proximity to 
the marks which they are intended to qualify. So far as possible, they should be of the same general character as those 
marks. The country of manufacture of any imported goods is the country in which they last underwent (before importation 
into the United Kingdom) a substantial change by reason of any treatment or process. | 

(7) British goods re-imported in the same condition.—Goods produced or manufactured in the United Kingdom which 
_ been sent out of the United Kingdom and are re-imported in the same condition are not required to bear any indication 
of origin. 

(8) British Goods subjected to a process abroad.—Goods produced or manufactured in the United Kingdom which are 
subjected to any treatment or process abroad and then re-imported into the United Kingdom will not be required to bear 
any indication of origin if the treatment or process has not resulted in a substantial change in the goods. If, however, 
the treatment or process has resulted in a substantial change in the goods and the goods are re-imported and sold or exposed 
for sale in the United Kingdom under a British name or trade mark that name or trade mark must be accompanied by an 
indication of origin. In such case, however, the indication may consist of the word ‘‘ Foreign’’ or ‘‘ Empire,’’ as the case 
may be, used in conjunction with words descriptive of the treatment or process, or a statement that the treatment or process 
was undergone in the particular country in question; e.g., if British textiles are sent abroad for a process and the process is 
deemed to result in a substantial change in the goods then the indication may be, e.g., ‘‘ Foreign printed ’’ or “‘ Printed in 
France ’’ instead of simply ‘‘ Foreign ”’ or ‘‘ Made in France.’’ 


II. SPECIAL PROVISIONS RELATING TO GOODS AT THE TIME OF IMPORTATION.
